INDIA WITHIN THE GANGES. 


In surveying this immense and populous 
field of Missionary Labours, our course 
takes us, from India without the Ganges, 
into the south-eastern extremity of Bengal. 
From Chittagong, in that quarter, we may 
pass on, after visiting Dacca, to the north, 
by Suhebjung, in Jessore, to CALCUTTA. 
‘Thence, ascending nérthward, by Dum- 
Dum, Serampore, Chinsurah, Burdwan, Cut- 
we, Sivorce, Moorshedabad and Ma!da to 
Dinagepore, we there turn westward, up 
the-Ganges, by Monghyr and Digah, visit- 
ing Guyah on the south, to Buxar and Ben- 
ares. From Benares, still ascending the 
Ganges, our cvurse brings us, by Chunar, 
to Allahabad, at the junction of the Jumna 
with that river. Proceeding north-west, 
up the Ganges, to Lucknow, we there leave 


from which place ‘proceeding westward, 
by Meerut, we reach Delhi, one of the most 
distantMissionary Stations toward this quar- 
ter. Descending the Jumna, on which Del- 
hi is situated, we proceed south te Agra, 
on the same river; from Agra, a little, 
southward of west, to Igimere, a new Sta- 
tion, in the territeries lately acquired ; 
and thence, nearly due south, to Suart, on 
the west coast of the Peninsula. From 
BOMBAY, further south on the same coast, 
we come, diverging inland, to Bellary and 
Bangalore, in the Mysore; and thence, 
down again on the western coast, by Caa- 
nanore and Tillicherry, to Cotym and -Allepie, 
in North Travancore, and to Vagracoil 
and its associated Stations in South T'ra- 
vancore. Crossing the Peninsula near its 
extremity, we reach Palamcotta: & thence 
proceed, northward, to Trichinopoly and 
Tanjore ; and turn, eastward, to Negapa- 
tam and Tranquebar, on the coast. From 
Tranquebar, passing somewhat inland, by 
Vellore, Chittoor, and Vepery, we reach 
MADRAS; and thence, by Vadadelli, pro- 
ceed to Masulipatam, Vizagupatam, and 
Midnapore, un the eastern coast; and thus 
complete the circuit of the Missionary 
Stations, at present occupied in this great 
Division of oar Survey.

Mr. Peacock says of the Converts—* | 
am greatly pleased with their apparent 
honesty and manliness, so far superior to 
Bengalees.”” They reside at Chittagong, 
Harbhonga, and Cox’s Bazar; each place 
two days’ journey from either of the other, 
so that a proper intercourse is difficult. 
Should suitable instraments be raised up, 
there seems every reason to expect that 
the Word of the Lord would have free 
course. Caste has no influence here. 

The proportion of Mahomedans is large, 

and their Mosques numerous; while the 
Hindoo Temples are few. ‘I'wo divisions 
of the town are occupied by Portuguese 
Catholics, and they have two Chapels ; 
but they are very ignorant. 
When Mr. Ward left this place, he ad- 
dressed a Letter of advice and encourage- 
ment to several Native Brethren, who are 
employed in teaching their countrymen.

Clergymen, embarked, on the 16th of 
April, at Gravesend, on board the “ 'Tho- 
mas Greenville,” Capt. Wm. Manning, for 
Calcutta. ‘The Rev. Thomas Morris and 
the Rev. John Perowne, English Clergy- 
men, with Mrs. Morris and Mrs. Perowne, 
the Rev. Benedict La Roche, a Lutheran 
Clergyman, and Mr. Thomas Brown, a 
Printer, are about to embark, at Ports- 
mouth, on board the “ Ajax,” Capt. Clark. 
These Laborers will probably be dis- 
tributed among Burdwan, Benares, and 
Delhi, unless, on their arrival at Calcutta, 
the Corresponding Committee, to whom 
this matter has been referred, should deem 
itexpedient to adopt any other arrange- 
ment. Most of them have well studied 
the National System at the Central School, 
and will be able to render efficient aid to 
the School Operations of the Society. 
The Rev. Deocar Schmid and Mrs. 
Schmid have removed, at the request of 
the Calcutta Committee, from Madras to 
this Station ; to which, indeed, they were 
originally destined. Mrs. Schmid has been 
pliced in charge of the Female Orphan 
School ; and there they both reside.

Sin. These Dialogues are well printed,

been so great, that it hasbeen quite be- 
yond the power of the Corresponding 
Committee to supply it. 

To the extent, indeed, to which this de- 
partment of lubor may be carried, the 
Committee state that there are ne limits 
but those of the funds.

LONDON MISSIONARY SOCIETY.—1816. 


Henry Townley, John Hampson, James

Messrs. Hampson and Trawin arrived 
on the 8th of February, of last year. 

Mr. Gogerly has been sent to Calcutta, 
to take charge of the Printing Depart- 
ment, for which he is well qualified ; and 
to assist in the Sunday School, to which 
employment he has been accustomed. 

The Missionaries proceed diligently, in 
preaching, conversations, the preparatiom 
and distribution of Tracts, and other la- 
bors. Mr. Townley was carrying through 
the press a translation of the New Testa- 
ment into Bengalee, by Mr. Ellerton, of 
Malda. 

The Bengal Auxiliary Sotiety held its 
first Anniversary on the 6th of January, 
1819. A Branch Society has been formed 
at Chinsurah, and a Ladies’ Branch io Cal- 
cutta. The Contributions to the end of 
1818 had been about 392/. Tracts in the 
Native Languages have been circulated to 
the number of 16,000; the number print- 
ed has amounted to 33,000. To this Soci- 
ety, Twenty-three Natives subscribe, who 
are not Christians, nor even Candidates for 
Baptism. Whatever may be the influence 
which acts on their minds, it is gratifying 
to see them co-operate in the destruction 
ofthe Native Superstition and the diffu- 
sion of Divine Truth. When one of them 
was asked by a ChristianNative if he would 
subscribe two annas (amounting to feur- 
pence) a month, toward defraying the ex- 
pence of the Tracts, some of which he had 
received gratis—“ Ho!” said he, “ why 
should be put down but two annas? Do 
you think I don’t love God? It isagood 
work—-put me down four annas a month.” 

A new Station has been occupied at Tal- 
ly Gunge, about four miles south of Calcut- 
ta. A School-Room has been built, and 
between thirty and forty children attend. 
A house has been lent to the Missionaries, 
rent free, for three years. ‘The Missiona- 
ries will reside at this Station alternate 
weeks. The following account is given 
of Tally Gunge :—

The late Mr: May, who here brought, 
in afew years, Native Schools, on an ex- 
tensive scale, into active and systematic 
operation, will long be remembered with 
respect and attention. His heart bad been 
much bent on the formation of a Society 
for Native Education. In a few weekesaf- 
ter his death, the ** Calcutta School Soci- 
ety” was formed, for the diffusion of use- 
ful knowledge among the Inhabitanis of 
India. He had rendered every aid in his 
power to the preparation of this Society ; 
and died, full of ardent desire, that all the 
children in India may become able to read 
and write portions of the Bible. His dy- 
ing words were worthy of a devoted Mis- 
sionary—* Live closer to Christ J”— 
‘* Christ is precious!”—Mr. Pearson and 
Mr. Harle had been prepared, under Mr. 
May, to enter into his labors. 

Mr. Mundy embarked, in October,' on 
board the “ Henry Porcher,” to assist in 
the School Establishments at this Station. 

Mr. Pearson was translating into Benga- 
fees an account of the British System ; and 
1ad established, with advantage, public 
examivations. Mr. Pearson and Mr. Harle 
devote the cool of the mornings and even- 
ing$ to preaching in Bengaiee to the Na- 
tives and the distribution of Tracts. 

A Printing-press is superintended by them.

The system of Native education. ap- 
pears to have been carried, with much la- 
bor and ability, toa state of very efficient 
action, by Capt. Stewart, at Burdwan. Re- 
ceiving an impulse. and borrowing light 
trom the plans and operations of the late 
active and excellent Mr. May at Chinsu- 
rah, he still further improved the System ; 
and has availed himself of its power, in 
applying it to the instruction of a greater 
number of Scholars by a given number of 
‘Teachers, than seems to be the case in 
most other Schools in India; and is thus 
enabled to educate the Children, allow- 
ance being made for the cost of larger and 
more durable buildings than usual, at near- 
ly balf the price of other Establishments, 
with the advantage of more competent In- 
structors, Mr. ‘Thomason visited this sta- 
tion in the Spring of last year. He writes 
thus, to Mr.Corrie, respecting the Schools : 

“ With great pleasure and thankfulness 
I can say that all the expectations which | 
had formed of these Schools, from the fuil 
account given by Mr. Robertson and pub- 
lished in our Report,were more than realiz- 
ed.

TRIAL FOR MURDER. 

On Tuesday, in the Supreme Judicial Court 
now siting in this town, present Chief Justice 
Parker, and Judges THATCHER and Jackson, 
came on the trial ef Michael Powers, on an in- 
dictmet for the murder of Timothy Kennedy, on 
the 2a of March last. Mr. Attorney General 
Morton conducted the prosecution on the part 
of the State, and the prisoner was defended by 
the Hon. Mr. Wessrer, and Wittiam Simmons, 
Esq. ‘The Chief Justice closed the charge to 
the Jury at fifteen minutes after § o'clock in the 
evening ; when they retired, and in twenty 
minutes returned with the verdict of Guilly. The 
prisoner heard the verdict with the same hard- 
ened unconcern which he exhibited during the 
whole trial. ‘The evidence way wholly circum- 
stantial, but formed a mass of irresistable proot. 

The circumstances, brought forward»by the 
witnesses, on the part of goverument, diffs in 
uothing essential to those which were pablished 
at the time of the murdet’s being discovered. 
At the close of the pleadings, Chief Justice Par- 
KER, charged the Jury. [é entered intg a mi- 
pute recapitulation of the ace, accompany- 
ing it with remarks, calcul to put it in a pro- 
per light.—He observed that there was an unus- 
ual simplicity in the eause, aN¢ no question in 
law to perplex the minds ofthe Jury; the issue 
being confined to the single q12¢sion of fact, The 
Chief Justice explained to the jury the nature of 
eircumstantial evidence. He alluded to the well 
known case of the Uncle and Ward, and the re- 
cent case of the Boorns in Vermont, and observ- 
ed that each of these cases difleyed essentially 
from the ante in the want of evidence of the 
corpus deheti.— ‘he Chief Justice stated the de- 
sign of such maxims as“ that it is better that ten 
guilty should escape than one innocent should 
suffer,” was toi ¢ the minds of jurors with a 
suitable caution, and not to induce them to ac- 
Pee the guilty. Sentence of Death was passed on

CITY OF POMPEI. 
| The following is an extract of a letter from a 


| young gentleman, who has visited the ruins of | consele a child who had let it fall at the door of 


ompeii, to his friend in Liverpool. 
| This city is situated about a quarter of a 
‘mile from the Bay of Naples. We entered the 
ruins through a gate by the road side, into a bar- 
rack yard, which appeared to have been a for- 
tress, and was, no doubt, at one period of time, 
contiguous to the Mediterranean sea. We were 
here shown the original wooden stocks, in which 
a soldier was found sitting on a stope with his legs 
fastened, the urfortunate man being discovered 
by the workmen employed to remove away the 
soil. Several pillars of the Corinthian order 
still remain, forming a dilapidated colonnade, 
some of which ase tolerably entire, and rendered 
particularly interesting, by having the soldiers 
names very legbly engraved thereon, in their 
own hand writing. We next inspected the two 
theatres, the siaze, orchestra and seats, being 
still discernible, with some broken particles of 
{the marble pavement, Not far thence is the Tem- 
| ple of Hercules. The altars and other relics of 
|idolatrous snpersttion, as well as a variety of fan- 





' ciful cornices, and other architectural ornaments, | 


still exist in a yery wonderful state of preserva- 
tion ; even the original paintings on the walls are 
to be seen without the least deterioration. We 
walked thraugh most of the principal streets, 
jad fiito the eases, the floors of which were 
richby covered with Mosaic & Roman pavement ; 
over the front doors, carved on stone, are all the 
names of their quindam inhabitants, among whom 
we observed that of Sallast. It is not by any 
means difficult ta discover baths, coffee houses, 
bake houses, and other shops of trade, even the 
castom-heuse and other public offices.

severity ofthe Captain,he continued three years. 
Having recommended himself to the principal 
chief by activity & general usefulness,he remain- 
ed unmolested by the natives, & was as well pro- 
vided for as insuch a situation he could expect. 
He also constantly. carried loaded pistols with 
him, the effects of which the people understood 
would be fatalto any who might assault him. 

He describes the soil as good, but the natives 
are total strangers to the art of cultivating it, and 
so idle that they wouid rather starve than work. 
They depend for subsistence chiefly on the sweet 
potatoe or yam, but they have hogs, which how- 
ever are not very plentifal. They have a tole- 
rable supply of fish, bat are not skilful m pro- 
curing it, and are in great want of fishing tackle. 

He describes them as Universally cannibals. 
They are bold, fierce, and fearless; delight in 
war; enjoy revenge, and feed with triumph on 
the bodies of the slain, and of their prisoners. 
They have canges, pretty large, and sometimes 
a fleet of them is engaged in close combat on the 
ocean; if the é¢nemy give way he is pursued to 
his own rry where a second battle sometimes
